Lynn, Mass., June 3.—An employe of 
the Zoo, a Boston 
traveling 
circus 
which exhibited in a big tent 
here 
Wednesday night, was responsible for 
a fire panic, in which six persons were 
fatally 
burned and seven 
trampled 
nearly to death. 
The exhibition was nearly over at l l 
o’clock, when the gasoline ran out in 
one of the torches in a side-show tent. 
The man proceeded to fill the torch 
while still lighted from a small tank 
of gasoline, but the fumes caught fire 
and the flames spread over the canvas 
of the side-show in a flash. 
In a mo­ 
ment the fire had communicated to the 
large tent and ran up toward the center 11 LTOJi 
pole, upon which was a tank of gaso­ 
line. The employe saw the danger, but 
in hurriedly removing the pole he up­ 
set the tank. 
A tremendous explosion followed,and 
the burning fluid was thrown over the 
crowd of 1,000 persons within the tent. 
A panic followed. 
When the tent had I 
been cleared the wounded were taken 1 
out by volunteers and removed to the ! 
city hospital.

New York. June 3.—A dispatch to 
th e World from Madrid says: 
The 
crisis is extremely grave. 
The excite­ 
ment in political and financial circles 
is intense. 
Never since the death of 
King Alfonso XII. in 1885 has Queen 
Christina found herself in so serious 
aud difficult a position. 
One of two things she must do. She 
may keep Senor Canovas as premier, 
with his conservative cabinet inatact 
or modified, and keep Gen. Weyler in 
Cuba to persevere in his present policy, 
with the ample means recently voted 
by the cortes. 
Or she may call upon 
Senor Sagasta to form a liberal cabi­ 
net, in which Senor Moret probably 
would be minister of foreign affairs, 
with opportunity to follow 
his 
well­ 
known irc ’ination to come to an un­ 
derstanding with the United States; 
Senator Maura, the great home-ruler, 
minister of the colonies: Marshal Lo­ 
pez Dominguez, war minister: Spain’s 
best financier, Senor Garaazo, minister 
of finance. 
This cabinet probably would send 
Marshal Campos to Cuba with full 
power to conciliate the insurgents and 
the loyalists by establishing more radi­ 
cal home rule than Senor Canovas con­ 
templated and thus disarm the United 
States. 
In the military clubs and in 
political circles the majority believe 
th a t the queen will decide to have a 
liberal government. 
The general impression throughout 
the city ie that Senor SagaBta is likely 
to succeed Senor Canovas as premier, 
os the latter could hardly reverse the 
colonial policy or recall Weyler.
